No heat 
forces 
school 
to close 


A PRIMARY school in North¬ 
ampton looks set to be closed 
for three days because it has no 
heating or hot water. 

Parents of pupils at Kings 
Heath Primary School were 
told on Tuesday to keep their 
children at home until tomor¬ 
row as the lack of heating pos¬ 
es a “health and safety issue” 
for children and adults on the 
site. 

On a letter posted on the 
school’s website, headteacher 
Alison Hawkes and chair of 
governors Alan Killman vowed 
to make the “strongest com¬ 
plaint” to the appropriate peo¬ 
ple at Northampton Schools 
Limited and Amey, the compa¬ 
nies responsible for providing 
heating and hot water services 
to the school. 

The letter stated that work 
was supposed to take place at 
the school to fix some problems 
in the Plant Room during last 


week’s half-term holiday, but 
this had not been completed by 
Monday morning. 

The letter stated: “As a result 
we have had no heating and 
limited hot water in some parts 
of school. 

“This is obviously not desir¬ 
able given the current weather 
conditions and presents a 
health and safety issue for the 
children and adults on the site. 

“We have been informed by 
Northampton Schools Limited 
and Amey, who are responsible 
for providing these services to 
the school, that they cannot fix 
the problems today and, as a 
result, we will continue to have 
no hot water or heating for the 
next three days. 

“We apologise for this inter¬ 
ruption to your child’s edu¬ 
cation which is beyond our 
control. We will be making the 
strongest complaint to the ap¬ 
propriate people.” 



FIRE service officials said the annual 
Guy Fawkes celebrations in North¬ 
amptonshire passed off without ma¬ 
jor incident. 

Crews across the county were ex¬ 
pecting a busy few days, with the pe¬ 
riod traditionally becoming one of the 
busiest of the year for firefighters. 

But despite a number of displays, 
and plenty of residents staging their 
own parties in their gardens, there 


were few incidents of note in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

Fire crews were called out to just six 
bonfire-related incidents on fireworks 
night itself, plus two arson attacks. 

A firework was pushed through the 
letterbox of a property in Caernar¬ 
von Close, Towcester causing scorch 
marks to the front door and curtains 
at around 11.30pm on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 3. 


A similar incident took place in 
Wellingborough on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 5, when a firework was pushed 
through the front door of a property 
in Compton Road at 9.10pm. 

The ground floor and hallway of the 
property were severely damaged by 
fire and the rest of the property suf¬ 
fered moderate smoke damage.

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Parking wardens handed out 
more than £1.1 m in parking fines 
last year across Northampton¬ 
shire, but the overall service 
still made a loss, new figures re¬ 
vealed. 

A report still to be published by North¬ 
amptonshire County Council will show 
that in the financial year to last April, a 
total of £1,146,495 was successfully col¬ 
lected in parking fines with a further 
£503,691 recouped from pay and display 
parking machines in Northampton, the 
only district in the county to operate 
them. 

However, the service is still set to 
make an overall loss to the taxpayer of 
almost £18,000. 

News of the deficit came as Local Gov¬ 
ernment Secretary, Eric Pickles, said 
the Government would be making it a 


legal requirement for councils to reveal 
the number of on and off-street parking 
places and the revenue raised from them 
as well as the cash raised from parking 
fines, in line with recommendations 
made in the Portas Review of the High 
Street. 

As part of the announcement, Mr 
Pickles said: “We will expose a great 
council cash cow cover-up unmasking 
punitive parking practices that hit resi¬ 
dents in the pocket. We’re calling time on 
local war against motorists. Now, more 
than ever, we need to see the back of this 
shopping tax and encourage more people 
onto the high street.” 

A county council spokesman said: 
“The on-street parking scheme aims to 
be cost-neutral. Income from pay and 
display on-street facilities during 2011-12 
was £503,691 which contributed to man¬ 
agement, maintenance, cash collection 


and enforcement of the designated bays 
and contributes to balance the overall 
parking account. The outturn position 
on the account was £17,991 in deficit for 
the financial year in question. Under 
the Traffic Management Act, each year 
the authority is obliged to publicise fig¬ 
ures for parking fines issued and income 
from fines.” 

Northamptonshire County Council 
has outsourced parking enforcement in 
all the districts bar Kettering and Dav- 
entry to NSL Services Group since 2007. 

The annual report for 2011-12 has still 
to be published, but the 2010-11 report 
revealed 39,305 fines were handed out, 
of which 4,266 were cancelled on appeal. 
Almost 11,000 were caught parking in a 
restricted area and 3,000 had car parking 
tickets which had expired. The NSL con¬ 
tract cost £1.455million in 2010-11.

The Sikh community in Northampton has come a long 
way in the past 50 years. 

The first premises the Sikh community used for 
prayers and social activities in the town was a two-bed- 
room house in Earl Street, purchased in the late 1970s. 

The community then moved into a larger property in 
Craven Street 10 years later, before moving to their lat¬ 
est premises in Cromwell Street. 

Deepinderjet Singh Bassan, deputy president of the 
Sikh temple committee, said there were now about 150 
Sikh families in Northampton and they would all ben¬ 
efit from the use of the new temple. 

He said: “The Sikh community in Northampton has 
been praised for its work to involve the young people. 

“We want the temple to be a place of worship but also 
a place of fun and enjoyment.” 

The new temple will be open seven days a week. 


A new £700,000 temple 
in Northampton, which 
was funded entirely by 
members of the Sikh 
community, has been of¬ 
ficially opened. 

Hundreds of members of 
the Sikh community attend¬ 
ed an event at the temple in 
Cromwell Street on Saturday 
as well as local dignitaries in¬ 
cluding Councillor Les Mar¬ 
riott, the deputy mayor of 
Northampton. 

The new temple, which has 
been built on the site of a 
former council office building, 
has a large community space, 
prayer room, a shop and car 
park. 

Deepinderjet Singh Bassan, 
deputy president of the Sikh 
temple committee, said: “It 
has taken two years to get the 
money together and make all 
the renovations we wanted to 
do to the building. 

“A lot of the community 
have given us loans and the 
temple has solely been built on 
community donations. 

“We outgrew the old build¬ 
ing in Craven Street, but this 
building is fantastic and is 
three times the size. 

“The temple will be open 
seven days a week and will pro¬ 
vide space for activities for the 


young and elderly Sikh com¬ 
munity.” 

Am Singh, a member of the 
temple building committee, 
said a lot of refurbishments 
had been carried out to make 
the building a suitable space 
to use. 

He said: “There is an old 
bomb-proof shelter in the 
basement so the concrete was 
extremely thick. 

“We have also had to com¬ 
pletely remove a number of 
wall partitions. 

“In a time of recession, it 
is amazing that a community, 
made up of about 150 families, 
has managed to raise £700,000.” 


Northampton Borough 
Councillor Winston Strachan 
(Lab, Castle) said he thought 
it had been a tremendous ef¬ 
fort by the Sikh community 
in Northampton to raise the 
money to build and refurbish 
the new temple. 

He said: “It is a pleasure to 
be invited to the opening of the 
new temple. 

“I’m very proud of the work 
that has been done here and 
I’m looking forward to work¬ 
ing with all the people involved 
with the temple.” 

The opening ceremony on 
Saturday included a buffet and 
prayers.

NN revealed as new 
name for gallery

A girl from Northampton 
with cerebral palsy needs a 
special tricycle to improve 
her chances of being able 
to walk in later life. 

Grace Windram, aged six, 
from Kingsthorpe, had an oper¬ 
ation in America in January to 
enable her to walk with a frame 
and is undergoing intensive 
physiotherapy to make sure she 
maintains the benefits. 

However, doctors said she had 
a short window of time to get 
the benefits of some very specif¬ 
ic exercises to build up certain 
muscles in her legs, for which 
she needs a special tricycle. 

Her mum, Helen, said: “Be¬ 
cause she is growing all the 
time, there’s only a few months 
left in which this type of thera¬ 
py will benefit her. 

“She can walk with sticks 
now, but we’ve been told the 
trike will improve her chances 
of ever walking by herself.” 

The tricycle assists pedalling, 
building up the muscles that 
make Grace’s legs move inde¬ 
pendently of each other, which 
most people’s bodies do natu¬ 
rally when walking. 

It will cost £1,500 and the 
family is appealing for dona¬ 
tions to Grace’s Fund at www. 
gracesfund.org. 

Mrs Windram said: “She does 
two hours of therapy a day and 
it gets tiring. 

“The idea is to keep it as fun 
as possible for her so she wants 
to keeps on going.” 

Grace has spastic diplegia 
cerebral palsy. Caused by dam¬ 
age to the brain in late pregnan¬ 
cy or birth, it means her move¬ 
ments are severely affected, in 
particular her lower body. 

As a result, even after her op¬ 
eration, Grace struggles to walk 
unaided. 

It is likely that she will need 
expensive physiotherapy un¬ 
til she is 18 if she is to have a 
chance of fulfilling her dream 
of walking normally.

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PROLONGED rainfall in the past 
six months has helped refill Pits- 
ford Reservoir from a drought 
level to almost full capacity. 

This time last year, the reservoir was 
only 52 per cent full and a drought order 
was issued in March. 

But a several months of heavy rain¬ 
fall has replenished the reservoir so it is 
now 93 per cent full, above the average 
expected. 

A spokesman for Anglian Water said: 
“It has been unprecedented rainfall this 
year. The recharge period has continued 
throughout the summer and September, 
which has never happened before. 

“The level of Pitsford Reservoir is pret¬ 
ty much at the level we would expect now, 
if not marginally above.” 

The spokesman said having more 
water than expected was a much easier 
problem to deal with as Anglian Water 
could drain the reservoir or stop pump¬ 
ing water in. 

Meanwhile, heavy rainfall on Saturday 
night caused problems for motorists in 
Northampton after surface water cov¬ 
ered the bridge at Rushmere Road which 
had recently been repaired by Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council. 

A spokesman for the county council 
said the flooding was due to the amount 
of rainfall in such a short period of time.

Milestone for rugby club 


An amateur rugby club which set 
up home in a derelict Victorian 
building 50 years ago, is set to 
celebrate the half-century mile¬ 
stone this month. 

Northampton Casuals RFC moved to 
Rushmills in 1962 after the club’s trustees 
borrowed £2,650 from the Rugby Football 
Union (RFU) to buy Rushmills House, a 
move fraught with risk as it was secured 
against their own homes. 

But the previously nomadic club flour¬ 
ished, and continued to grow, and now 
runs mini and junior teams, a senior 
team, colts team and veterans’ team. 

Chairman of trustees, Peter Franklin, 
who now lives in Solihull, has been a club 


member for more than 30 years. 

He said: “They were a nomadic sort of 
club. They used to play at Kingsthorpe 
Rec and used various places as their HQ, 
including St Paul’s Church Rooms, in 
Semilong, and The Cock Hotel. 

“They were keen to find themselves 
their own premises and set down roots.” 

In 1961 the club bought Rushmills 
House, which had been derelict for about 
eight years, for £2,650. 

The conversion cost was estimated at 
£990. The club also borrowed £1,750 from 
the RFU and agreed to pay it back at £175 
a year for the next 10 years. 

They also leased two-and-a-half acres 
of land to use as a rugby pitch for £32 lOd 
a year. 


The trustees were installed at the be¬ 
hest of the RFU to manage the club’s 
finances, and still do so to this day. Mr 
Franklin said: “To a degree they put their 
livelihoods at risk. 

“If it had all gone wrong their houses 
would have been on the line. 

“I think the current membership of the 
club owes a great debt to them.” 

The trustees of Northampton 
Casuals RFC have continued to in¬ 
vest in the club over the last 25 years. 
In 1986, £56,000 was spent on new chang¬ 
ing rooms, then in 2000, £112,000 was 
spent on modernising the original build¬ 
ing. And a further £40,000 was spent last 
year on a new roof and double-glazing at 
the building.

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An ash tree in Northampton is 
being examined after it was sus¬ 
pected to have caught a fungal 
disease which wildlife experts 
fear could have a devastating 
impact on woodland. 

William Miller, of Parkside, has alert¬ 
ed the Forestry Commission and Wild¬ 
life Trust in Northamptonshire after he 
noticed the leafs on an ash tree in Ecton 
Brook Park appeared to have the symp¬ 
toms of chalara fraxinea, known as ash 
dieback. 

The fungal disease has ravaged ash 
trees in other European countries and 
could lead to the destruction 90 per cent 
of the trees it infects. 

The Forestry Commission has recent¬ 
ly confirmed outbreaks of ash dieback 
in neighbouring counties, including 
Leicestershire and Bedfordshire. 

Mr Miller, who is a retired environ¬ 
mental consultant, said: “I saw the tree 
at the back of my garden and it looked 
exactly like the pictures of trees that 
have been infected with the disease. 

“If it is infected with the disease it 
could lead to every ash tree in North¬ 
amptonshire being cut down.” 

Caroline Fitton, a spokesman for The 
Wildlife Trust for Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Northamptonshire, 
said there was a 10-day testing period 
to establish whether a tree was infected 
with the disease 

She said: “There is nothing to be done 
to stop the spread as it is an airborne 
fungal disease and there is a sad inevi¬ 
tability of more cases appearing. 

“We are not aware of any cases of 
ash dieback in Northamptonshire at 
present, but all our wardens in wood¬ 
land areas in the county are on red alert 
for it.” 

Chalara dieback is a serious disease 
of ash trees caused by a fungus called 
Chalara fraxinea (C fraxinea). 

In February, it was found in a con¬ 
signment of infected trees sent from a 
nursery in the Netherlands to a nursery 
in Buckinghamshire. 

The disease causes leaf loss and 
crown dieback in affected trees, and it 
can lead to tree death. 

If you suspect an ash tree has the dis¬ 
ease, the signs to look out for are leaves 
beginning to die at the crown of the tree 
with dark lesions, often long.

Chill out in a Saute Fe! 




NOT long ago the easiest way to spark 
road rage was simply driving a big off- 
roader through a crowded town centre; 
everyone thought you were a pretentious 
poseur. 

Now they don’t. Or at least, most of 
them don’t. Today, the off-roader is re¬ 
named an SUV, for sport utility vehicle, 
and we can’t get enough of them. 

So popular are the chunky charms of 
a modern SUV that buyers are ditching 
estates and people carriers in their thou¬ 
sands to move up in the world (literally; 
sitting higher is a big SUV attraction). 

Today’s SUVs help the switchover too, 
with lighter bodies and more efficient 
engines - nearly always a diesel - mak¬ 
ing them use less fuel than before. And 
advances in suspension design have ban¬ 
ished much of the rock and roll feel that 
went with off-roaders of old. 


The latest Santa Fe from Korean car 
maker Hyundai shows how far the SUV 
has come. The last one was a big seller 
here, with UK buyers taking a third of all 
sales across Europe and added features 
mean the newcomer might do better still. 

For the first time the Santa Fe can be 
had with two-wheel drive; cutting the off¬ 
road ability of the previously four-wheel 
drive-only range but cutting the cost and 
improving economy. Even so, sales are 
expected to be overwhelmingly all-wheel 
drive models. 

Prices start at £25,495 for a two-wheel 
drive version and rise to the £34,395 asked 
for a seven seat Santa Fe with auto gears 
and all the bells and whistles. 

Talking seats, the seven seat Santa Fe 
makes a much more style conscious state¬ 
ment than the slab-sided people carriers 
big families often have to pick as their 


personal transport. 

The latest interior finds a bit more 
space than before in a body a little longer 
and wider but lower than the outgoing 
Santa Fe and a whole lot better looking, 
with crisp, flowing lines and well placed 
licks of chrome adding an upmarket feel. 

It’s diesel only under the bonnet as 
we Brits leave thirsty petrol SUVs to the 
newly minted millionaires of China and 
the Middle East. The 2.2 litre engine in 
the new Santa Fe is a lusty performer, but 
you’re never in any doubt that diesel runs 
in its veins, with a chuntering soundtrack 
in the background. 

The lazy charms of a biggish diesel 
match perfectly to an automatic gearbox 
and the test car was as relaxing as can be, 
even when brushing off the hills and hol¬ 
lows of a modestly demanding off-road 
course laid on for my drive.

SAINTS flanker Calum Clark 
paid tribute to the club and 
his team-mates after return¬ 
ing from a 32-week ban on 
Saturday. 

Clark played the full 80 minutes at 
Welford Road, turning in a mature 
performance as Northampton bat¬ 
tled to claim a losing bonus point in 
a 16-12 defeat to local rivals Leicester 
Tigers.

“Thanks.” 

Clark did not receive the red-hot 
reception many expected at Welford 
Road, merely being subjected to some 
mild booing as his name was read out 
by the stadium announcer. 

He went on to have a fine game, 
which yielded praise from Saints 
boss Jim Mallinder, who said: “I 
thought he was outstanding. 

“To come back and play 80 minutes 
in such an intensive game as that was 
good. 

“We’ve got no doubts about Calum 
in terms of where he is. He’s one of 


our leaders. We’ve missed him and 
we’re glad he’s back.” 

Meanwhile, Ethan Waller has be¬ 
come the latest academy ace to sign a 
professional deal at Saints. 

The 20-year-old prop, whose older 
brother Alex was the club’s young 
player of the year last season, has yet 
to make his full Northampton debut.
